RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE. 

I. 

The  conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  first  half  hour  to  be 
devoted  to  devotional  exercises,  and  shall  adjourn  at  12  m. 

IL 

The  rules  of  order  for  the  government  of  the  last  General  Conference 
shall  govern  this  conference  as  far  as  pi-acticable. 

III. 

If  any  member  of  this  conference  intends  to  arrest  the  character  of  any 
other  member,  he  shall  apprise  such  brother  before  he  brings  it  into  con- 
ference. 

And  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  of  five  to  in- 
vestigate charges  against  ministers  who  shall  examine  the  same  and  report 
to  the  conference,  if  in  their  opinion  there  be  not  cause  for  action  the  name 
of  the  minister  against  whom  complaint  was  made  shall  not  be  made 
known  in  the  report. 

IV. 

All  preachers  in  the  course  of  study  shall  be  required  to  make  a 
minimum  of  seventy  on  each  study. 

V. 

The  secretary  of  the  conference  is  authorized  to  contract  and  arrange 
for  the  publishing  of  the  next  year's  minutes. 

When  published  the  minutes  shall  be  distributed  by  him  to  the  various 
charges  at  the  ratio  of  one  copy  for  every  twelve  membeis  and  proba- 
tioners in  the  charge,  and  collect  for  the  same  from  the  pastors.

We  do  greatly  appreciate  the  cordial  reception  extended  to  us  by  the 
pastor  and  members  of  this  church  and  the  kindness  of  other  churches  of 
Holton. 

We  are  grateful  to  those  who  so  efficiently  rendered  music  for  our  ses- 
sions, to  the  railroads,  newspapers,  and  American  Independent  Telephone 
Company  for  favors  shown.

Pastoral  Address.

transformed  by  the  renewing-  of  your  minds."  "  Pray  without  ceasmg." 
Restore  the  family  altar,  if  it  has  been  neglected.  Attend  faithfully  upon  all 
the  services  of  God's  house,  which  are  essential  to  a  strong  progressive 
Christian  life. 

We  wish  you  all  material  prosperity  consistent  with  your  spu-itual 
growth.  May  your  home  life  be  blessed  by  the  love  of  God.  May  your 
church  relations  be  enriched  by  brotherly  love  and  faithful  service.  If  sor- 
row and  affliction  should  come  to  you,  may  they  be  sanctified  to  your 
highest  good. 

Should  any  be  summoned  home,  may  your  last  moments  be  the  victory 
of  faith  in  the  Son  of  God. 

Book  Concern. 

From  the  report  of  the  Book  Committee  for  the  year ^1902,  we'glean  the 
following  items  which  are  of  special  interest. 

1st.  An  increase  of  50  per  cent,  in  the  dividend  to  the  conferences;  the 
amount  this'year  being  $75,000  against  $50,000  for  last  year.  We  rejoice 
that  this  is  made  possible  by  an  increased  volume  of  business  which  has 
enabled  the  concern  to  liquidate  considerable  indebtedness  in  addition  to 
the  large  percentage  of  increase  referred  to  above.  We  congratulate  the 
agents  on  the  showing  made  and  confidently  expect  a  further  increase  in 
the  dividend  owing  to  the  reduction  of  the  debt  against  the  concern. 

2nd.  At  the  solicitation  of  the  Book  Committee  we  call  attention  to  the 
Episcopal  Fund  and  the  fund  for  General  Conference  Expenses,  urging  our 
pastors  and  people  to  raise  the  same  promptly  and  especially  to  forward 
the  latter  early  in  the  year  either  to  the  treasui-er  of ,' the~commission  on 
General  Conference  Entertainment,  Mr.  0.  P.  Miller,  of  Rock  Rapids,  la.,  or 
to  Jennings  and  Pye. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  business  of  our  Kansas  City  depository 
continues  to  increase  and  are  assured  that  the  increase  will  be  more  marked 
when  our  own  building  in  the  retail  district  shall  be  occupied. 

The  foundation  of  this  building  is  finished.  The  contract  calls  for  the 
completion  of  the  building  June  1,  1903.  ^Jt  is  to  be  a  three  story  structure 
with  a  13  foot  basement  adequate  for  the  installing  of  a  coniplete_.printing 
establishment  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  best  to  establish  the  same. 
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The  Central  Christinn  Advocate  merits  the  circulation  attained  and  is  to 
be  commended  to  our  people,  and  we  re-adopt  the  motto  "An  Advocate 
m  Every  Home," 

We  note  with  approval  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  class  of  our  publi- 
cations and  recommend  that  so  far  as  possible  our  people  patronize  our 
Book  Room  which  is  becoming  more  and  more  popular  under  the  efficient 
management  of  Mr.  W.  E.  O'Kane.  It  may  be  well  to  call  attention  again 
to  the  fact  that  any  standard  work  can  be  obtained  through  our  Book 
Room  in  Kansas  City,  at  the  lowest  market  price,  at  the  same  time  adding 
a  small  margin  of  profit  to  the  concern. 

Kpworth  League. 

We  recognize  the  purpose  of  the  Epworth  League  to  be  the  organization 
of  our  young  people  for  spiritual  benefit  and  to  leave  no  gap  between  the 
Sunday  School  and  the  church  and  the  aim  for  every  league  to  attain  the 
highest  type  of  New  Testament  experience  and  life. 

We  rejoice  in  the  splendid  organization  of  the  league  throughout  the  con- 
ference, but  deplore  the  lack  of  spiritual  zeal  and  soul  saving  power  which 
prevails  in  so  many  leagues  and  call  upon  all  our  leagues  to  redouble  their 
efforts  for  the  salvation  of  souls  and  urge  upon  every  member  of  the  league 
the  necessity  of  personal  evangelism. 

We  also  recommend  the  holding  of  county  institutes,  where  practical,  for 
instruction  in  methods  of  league  work,  and  that  pastors  urge  upon  the 
leaguers  the  importance  of  organizing  classes  for  missionary  study  and  for 
the  systematic  and  devotional  study  of  the  English  Bible. 

We  rejoice  with  our  beloved  Dr.  Berry  in  his  successful  efforts  to  make  the 
Epworth  Herald  the  best  young  people's  paper  in  the  world.  Knowing 
its  merits  we  pledge  ourselves  to  renewed  efforts  in  its  behalf.  Our  motto 
for  it  is  "a  club  "  in  every  league,  a  " Herald  in  every  leaguer's  home." 

Education. 

BAKER  UNIVERSITY. 

We  rejoice  that  the  promise  of  continued  prosperity  has  been  more  than 
fulfilled  and  that  Baker  University  has  had  the  best  year  in  her  history.  In 
five  years  the  enrollment  has  increased  from  512  to  907,  and  this  increase 
has  been  largely  in  the  collegiate  department,  the  Freshman  class  alone  in- 
creased from  55  to  155.  The  material  prosperity  has  been  equally  gratify- 
ing, the  cash  endowment  having  quadrupled,  the  housing  capacity  of  the 
University  has  doubled;  moreover  every  dollar  of  indebtedness  on  these 
buildings  is  provided  for.  The  income  from  appointments  has  quadrupled, 
being  equal  fit^e  years  ago  to  an  endowment  of  |50,000  but  now  being 
equal  to  an  endowment  of  over  .f 200,000. 

We  are  especially  gratified  to  note  that  the  generosity  of  our  men  of 
means  is  being  more  and  more  manifested  toward  Baker  University.  The 
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gift  of  $10,000  by  Mr.  W.  D.  Rippey  of  Severence,  Kansas,  has  been  followed 
by  a  i?ift  of  $25,000  by  Mr,  Geo.  E.  Nicholson,  of  lola,  Kansas. 

This  remarkable  growth  on  all  lines  has  been  due  to  the  untiring  and  ef- 
ficient services  of  pur  president,  L.  H.  Murliti,D.  D.,  andhis  faithful  helpers 
on  the  Faculty;  also  to  the  successful  work  of  our  Educational  Secretary, 
the  Rev.  D.  Smith.  His  welcome  to  our  charges  will,  if  possible,  be  even 
more  cordial  than  before. 

But  now  as  always  increased  progress  brings  added  responsibility,  this 
progress  can  not  be  maintained  without  our  meeting  this  responsibility. 

We  recommend  that  the  appointment  be  fixed  at  25  cents  per  member, 
and  we  pledge  to  Baker  University  our  most  diligent  attention  and  loyal 
su])port. 

We  recommend  to  the  conference  the  following  persons  for  election  as 
trustees:  J.  P.  Slaughter,  to  succeed  W.  B.  Swan;  Edwin  Locke,  to  succeed 
E.  C.  Smith;  J.  S.  Simmons,  to  succeed  A.  B.  Seelye;  W.  E.  O'Kane,  to  suc- 
ceed R.  ^V.  Sparr;  J.  A.  Motter  and  W.  H.  Underwood  to  succeed  them- 
selves. 

The  following  are  recommended  as  visitors:  M.  M.  Beck,  J.  S.  Ford,  E. 
C.  Jenkins,  W-  L.  Morris,  John  Endacott,  J.  B.  Insley,  J.  B.  Ghenn,  I.  L. 
Oakes,  W.  B.  Artz,  J.  A.  Stavely. 

We  urge  on  the  trustees  that  the  greatest  possible  care  be  used  in  their 
oversight  of  the  university  to  the  end  that  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible  may  be 
maintained  in  their  purity. 

CHILDREN'S  DAY  AND  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Interest  in  our  Children's  Day  services  has  not  waned  among  the  people 
and  its  utility  has  been  demonstrated  by  results.  The  contributions  of  the 
past  year  reached  the  sum  of  $69,976  and  loans  have  been  returned  to  the 
amount  of  $30,724.  With  this  amount  great  good  has  been  accomplished 
in  aiding  students  in  our  schools. 

THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOLS. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  sympathy  with  the  fullest  educa- 
tional preparation  of  our  young  men  for  the  ministry  and  with  the  main- 
t-enance  of  our  Theological  Schools;  but  we  call  upon  the  Bishops  of  the 
church  to  exercise  great  care  in  their  oversight  of  these  schools  in  order 
that  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible  and  the  Gospel  of  Christ  may  be  maintained 
in  their  purity  and  integrity.

THE  WILL  OF  MRS.  ELIZA  CHRISMAN. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  world-wide  liberality  of  Eliza  Chrisman,  de- 
ceased, to  the  educational  and  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Methodist 
Episcox)al  church  and  the  fact  that  she  has  left  the  larger  part  of  her  estate 
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to  be  devoted  to  the  work  of  educatiou  under  the  auspices  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  churcli  we  would  express  our  grateful  appreciation  of  the  benev- 
olent purpose  ennbodied  in  her  will  and  we  will  be  glad  if  its  full  provisions 
can  be  carried  out,  provided  that,  finally,  in  the  judgment  of  this  confer- 
ence, it  can  be  done  without  impairing  existing  educational  interests  of  the 
church  while  instituting  any  new  enterprise.  But  in  view  of  the^ present 
indefiniteness  of  the  plans  of  those  charged  with  the  rt^sponsibility  of  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  Mrs.  Chrisman's  will,  we  are  not  prepared  at  this 
time  to  do  more  than  express  a  friendly  interest  in  the  matter  under  the 
limitations  above  indicated. 

AMERICAN  SOCIETY  OF  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION. 

Request  having  come  to  us  from  the  officers  of  the  American  Society  of 
Religious  Education  that  we  appoint  delegates  to  a  state  convention  of 
that  organization  w'hich  it  is  purposed  to  hold  during  the  coming  year,  we 
request  the  appointment  as  siich  delegates  of  J.  G.  Henderson,  C.  B.  Dalton, 
and  S.  A.  Bright. 

Auditing  Committee. 

We  your  auditing  committee  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 
We  have  carefully  examined  the  Presiding  Elders  accounts  and  find  them 
correct.   We  have  carefully  examined  the  account  of  J.  A.  Motter,  who 
was  directed  by  the  conference  to  pay  insurance  of  Brother  A.  T.  Riley,  and 
find  the  account  correct.

Bethany  Hospital. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  hospital  is  growing  in  usefulness.  During 
1902  the  institution  cared  for  1363  patients  in  all  department.  An  increase 
of  113  over  1901;  75  per  cent,  of  the  patients  M'ere  in  the  free  department. 

The  hospital  needs  more  room  for  pay  patients.  The  free  department  is 
large  enough  for  the  income. 

Twenty-five  nurses  give  their  services,  and  sixteen  other  employes  are  at 
work.  Five  consecrated  deaconesses  are  there  at  present  and  four  more 
will  be  consecrated  in  June. 

We  recommend  the  following  directors:  J.  W.  Alderman,  Alex,  Fuhrman, 
and  T.  0.  Cunniugham  for  three  years,  and  J.  W.  Alderman,  C.  B.  Dalton, 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Barnes,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Snyder,  Mrs.  Reba  S.  Freeman,  Mrs.  C.  F. 
Jaggard,  Mrs.  .J.  Claflin,  Miss  Mary  Taylor  and  S.  E.  Betts,  as  Conference 
Deaconess  Board  for  three  years. 

Fisk  Deaconess  Training  School. 

In  the  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Women's  Home  Missionary  Society  has 
established  this  training  school,  one  of  their  national  institutions,  in  Kan- 
sas City,  and  has  appropriated  ten  thousand  dollars  for  a  building. 
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Resolved,  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  their  action,  and  request 
that  the  new  building  be  erected  in  Kansas  City,  Kansas. 

That  we  pledge  our  earnest  support  to  the  school,  and  welcome  its  rep- 
resentatives to  our  charges.

The  Deaconess  Board  of  your  conference  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing report:

Church  Benevolences. 

We  recognize  the  importance  of  the  work  of  all  our  benevolent  societies. 
Of  Tracts  in  spreading  the  Gospel  by  means  of  the  printed  page  or  silent 
messenger. 

We  commend  our  Sunday  School  Literature  to  all  our  people  as  the  best 
and  we  urge  our  pastors  to  see  that  it  is  used  in  all  our  schools. 

We  recommit  ourselves  to  the  interests  of  the  Church  Extension  Society 
and  to  the  Freedmen's  Aid  and  Southern  Education  Society,  recognizing 
the  important  work  of  these  respective  societies. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  the  iiicreased  interest  in  all  Imes  of  misssonary 
activity.  We  believe  the  chief  reason  for  the  large  deficiencies  reported 
from  many  charges  is  the  lack  of  proper  information  on  the  part  of  the  peo- 
ple as  to  the  work  being  accomplished  by  these  societies,  and  the  urgent 
need  of  the  full  amount  apportioned  to  the  various  charges  in  order  to  carry 
on  the  work. 

Therefore,  We  urge  our  pastors  to  begin  their  campaign  for  Benevolences 
early  and  faithfully  follow  up  the  work  until  the  full  apportionment  at  least 
is  raised. 

Temperance. 

We  rejoice  in  the  progress  of  our  temperance  reform  throughout  the  civ- 
ilized world,  and  especially  because  of  the  strong  sentiment  along  this  line,  % 
which  has  been  created  in  most  of  the  states  of  the  Union,  particularly  in 
the  south. 

We  would  heartily  commend  the  action  of  our  United  States  senators  and 
congi-essmen,  who  by  their  votes  have  excluded  the  sale  of  liquor  from  the 
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House  and  Senate  restaurants  and  from  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  our 
National  Capital  at  VVashiiigtoo,    We  re-affit-ni  our  conviction  that  const i 
tutional  prohibition,  enforced  by  faitliful  officers  of  the  law,  is  th(!  very  best 
method  of  defeating  the  evils  of  the  accursed  liquor  traffic. 

We  endorse  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  pledge  our  sympathy 
and  co-operation  to  all  workers  in  the  cause  of  temperance  everywhere. 

There  is  much  reason  for  rejoicing  over  the  condition  in  our  own  fair  Kan- 
sas. That  the  politicians  of  Kansas  believe  constitutional  prohibition  to  be 
the  settled  policy  of  the  state  will  be  seen  by  their  eagerness  and  haste  to 
strengthen  and  repair  any  breaks  made  in  the  law  by  the  fo^s  of  prohibi- 
tion. We  commend  the  members  of  the  Kansas  legislature  for  their  prompt- 
ness in  re-enacting  the  nuisance  clause  of  the  prohibitory  la  w  which  the  Su- 
preme Court  so  recently  declared  was  repealed  by  the  enactment  of  the 
Hurrell  law. 

We  endorse  the  Kansas  State, Temperance  Union  and  pledge  it  our  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  work  of  educating  and  u])building  public  sentiment  for 
temperance  and  total  abstinence. 

The  need  of  continued  local  agitation  in  all  our  cities,  town's,  and  circuits 
is  evidenced  from  the  fact  that  many  of  our  young  people,  born  and  reared 
in  Kansas,  knew  nothing,  whatever,  of  the  pernicious,  evil  and  corrupting 
influences  of  the  liquor  traffic  and  thousands  of  them  have  never  seen  an 
open  saloon  or  a  sign  advertising  the  sale  of  lager  beer. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  pastors  to  preach  frequently  on  temperance 
and  commend  that  they  use  the  temperance  committees  of  the  Quarterly 
Conferences. 

We  further  recommend  that  pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents 
secure  the  signatures  of  their  scholars  to  the  total  abstinence  pledge. 

We  believe  it  the  Christian  duty  of  all  our  people  to  take  an  active  part  in 
political  affairs,  in  the  interests  of  civic  righteousness. 

We  urge  our  pastors  and  members  to  attend  the  primaries  of  their  re- 
spective political  parties  and  thereby  secure  the  nomination  of  honest  of- 
ficials, who  can  be  depended  upon,  not  to  perjure  themselves,  when  they 
take  the  office,  but  to  faithfully  and  fearlessly  enforce  all  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth. 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  wherever  the  duly  constituted  officials  of 
the  law,  will  fearlessly  and  faithfully  do  their  duty,  they  will  thereby  create 
a  public  sentiment  which  will  uphold  them. 

We  commend  the  courage  of  tliose  of  our  people  who  scratch  their  tickets 
and  refuse  to  vote  for  whisky  candidates  who  secure  party  nominations. 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  any  measure  tending  to  weaken  our  pro- 
hibitory laws  or  looking  in  anywise  towards  a  license  policy,  for  we  be- 
lieve with  all  our  hearts  in  the  declaration  of  our  Board  of  Bishops  that 
"the  liquor  traffic  can  never  be  legalized  without  sin."

Church  Insurance. 

Every  Church  and  Parsonage  should  be  iusured.  Neglect  to  comply  with 
the  Discipline  and  common  sense  in  this  particular  brings  discredit  upon 
the  church  and  often  serious  financial  loss  to  a  faithful  membership  which 
the  payment  of  a  trifling  amount  each  year  to  our  company  would  avoid. 

The  report  of  the  Boai-d  of  Insurance  which  supervises  the  operations  of 
the  National  Mutual  Church  Insurance  Co.,  of  Chicago,  shows  that  our 
Churches  are  rapidly  availing  themselves  of  the  protection  provided  by  the 
General  Conference. 

The  business  at  the  first  of  the  year  had  grown  to  over  EIGHTEEN 
MILLION  dollars  and  includes  every  state  and  territory  in  the  Union,  five 
of  them  havmg  largely  over  One  Million  dollars  each;  losses  aggregating 
$72,177.74  had  been  paid  without  a  day's  delay  in  any  case,  and  although 
over  TWO  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  dollars  were  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
policyholders  until  needed,  which  the  old  line  companies  would  have  col- 
lected and  put  out. at  interest,  DIVIDENDS  have  been  returned  aggregating 
much  more  than  the  average  realized  by  all  the  stockholders  in  the  old  line 
companies  of  the  United  States  for  the  past  20  years. 

The  resources  of  the  company  amounting  to  $233,56 4-. 48  include  cash 
assets  of  $34,635.57.  All  losses  in  process  of  settlement  including  estimate 
of  unadjusted  losses  were  $5,406.60  and  all  other  accounts  payable  $2,- 
377.44.  The  cash  reserve,  which  under  the  stringent  law  of  Illinois  must 
be  the  same  as  is  required  of  the  old  line  companies,  had  been  increased 
during  the  year  $7,593.98  bringing  the  total  up  to  $26,056.75,  and  the 
cash  surplus  was  increased  $4,287.83.  The  assets  above  all  liabilities 
were  $225,780.48.  It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  terms  are  much  more  fa- 
vorable than  those  granted  by  the  old  line  companies  the  first  care  of  the 
management  is  to  maintain  such  a  sound  financial  condition  as  nmst  com- 
mand the  confidence  of  the  most  conservative. 

Under  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  it  is  entirely 
legal  for  our  Churches  in  this  State  to  insure  with  the  company. 

Wherever  losses  have  occurred  to  our  church  property  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Kansas  Conference,  which  have  been  insured  in  our  own  company, 
the  settlement  has  been  prompt  and  satisfactory. 

Reforms. 

I.   SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 

We  insist  that  the  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  that  whatever  de- 
prives man  of  the  privileges  of  spiritual  culture  is  contrary  to  the  laws  of 
God  and  a  menace  to  hnman  happiness  and  progress.  We  view  with 
alarm  the  growing  laxity  in  Sabbath  observance  and  protest  against  Sun- 
day excursions,  Sunday  sports,  and  whatever  makes  our  holy  day  a  noisy 
holiday. 
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II.   CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP. 

Holding  that  public  trusts  should  not  and  must  not  be  regarded  as  pri- 
vate spoil,  we  call  upon  all,  irrespective  of  credal  or  political  preference  to 
strive  for  greater  freedom  from  partisanship  in  all  matters  of  local  politics, 
and  to  hold  all  public  officials  to  the  strictest  integrity  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.

Conference  Stewards. 

1.  It  affords  the  Stewards  great  pleasure  to  report  that  our  Conference 
deserves  congratulations  because  of  the  increased  interest  taken  by  its 
members  each  year  in  the  provision  made  for  the  Conference  Claimants. 

But,  while  we  thus  congratulate  the  Conference  we  deplore  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  pastors  have  failed  to  treat  the  apportionment  for  Conference 
Claimants  as  a  part  of  the  Pastoral  claim,  and  failed  to  report  it  in  full. 
Hence,  the  Stewards  hare  had  several  hundred  dollars  less  for  distribution 
than  justly  belonged  to  this  fund. 
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Duriug  the  year,  two  of  our  superanuates  have  parsed  from  labor  to  re 
ward,  and  four  claimants  have  been  added  to  the  list. 

2.  The  em^'ro;encies  of  somp  of  our  veteran  families  demand  larger  sup- 
])ort  than  ir  is  ])ossiblH  for  the  stn wards  to  meet:  therefor^,  we  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $4,o0()  be  apportioned  to  our  charge's  for  their  relief  and 
that  we  use  our  beat  endeavors  to  raise  the  amount  in  full. 

3.  The  claims  upon  our  funds  this  year  amounted  to  $7,350,00.  The 
total  amount  received  from  Conference  collections.  $2,806.00.  The  Charter 
fund,  $22.00;  the  Book  Concern,  $799.00;  the  Permanent  Fund,  $5.60: 
and  the  Love  Feast  collection,  $59.40,  Total,  $8,712.00.  An  increase  of 
$812.00,  and  an  increase  in  Conference  Collections,  $535.00.

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Historical. 

The  Historical  Committee  created  at  the  last  session  of  the  conference, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  blanks  for  reports  were  sent  out  by  the  secretary 
to  all  the  pastors  with  the  request  that  they  fill  up  the  blanks  and  return 
for  file.   Twelve  have  reported. 

Resolved,  That  the  Pastors  and  supplies  be  required  to  obtain  all  possi- 
ble data  of  the  planting,  development,  growth  and  present  status  of  the 
church  and  churches  within  the  bounds  of  their  charges,  and  send  the  same 
to  Rev.  J.  A.  Simpson,  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  730  State  Street. 

Resolved,  That  the  Presiding  Elders  be  required  to  call  attention  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference  and  Pastors  to  the  importance  of  this  matter  and  the 
duty  of  those  reporting  not  later  than  the  Second  Quartery  Conference  of 
this  conference  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  last  year  be  continued  for  this 
current  year. 

Permanent  Fund  for  Conference  Claimants. 

1.  We  recommend  that  a  fund  be  raised  at  this  session  of  the  conference, 
the  interest  only  of  which  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  board  of  stewards 
for  yearly  distribution. 

2.  We  authorize  every  preacher  in  (charge  to  solicit  for  this  permanent 
fund. 

3.  That  all  pledges  be  cash  or  notes.  The  notes  to  draw  five  per  cent 
interest,  to  be  paid  March  1st  of  each  year. 

4.  We  constitute  the  conference  trustees,  a  board  of  directors  with  all 
necessary  power  to  act  in  soliciting  funds  and  loaning  the  same. 

And  that  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  concur  in  all  loans. 

St.  Mary's  Ctiurcti. 

We,  your  committee,  appointed  with  reference  to  the  church  at  St.  Mary's 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

1st.   The  society  is  weak  numerically  and  financially. 

2nd.  They  have  a  splendid  church  property  dedicated  last  June,  worth 
including  parsonage,  $4,500.00 

3rd.  That  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  Society  has  furnished  |500.00 
donation  and  $250.00  loan,  $50.00  of  this  amount  has  been  paid,  and  that 
they  hold  the  first  mortgage  and  insurance  policy  to  cover  the  same. 

4th.  That  two  of  the  trustees  over  the  protest  of  the  pastor  negotiated 
a  second  loan  and  gave  a  second  mortgage  on  the  church,  without  any 
formal  notice  to  other  members  of  the  Board  of  trustees,  and  the  same  was 
not  presented  as  a  part  of  the  indebtedness  on  day  of  dedication,  and  also 
in  violation  of  the  expressed  stipulation  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
contract. 
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5tli.  The  Church  Extension  Society  has  demanded  the  immediate  return 
of  the  1200.00  loan  or  they  will  at  once  begin  suit  for  the  recovery  of  the 
1700.00  they  have  placed  in  the  building. 

The  second  mortgage  of  $800.00  was  drawn  so  as  to  give  the  society  five 
years  to  pay  the  same.  This  the  society  can  meet  if  the  $200.00  that  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  Society  demands  can  be  paid  immediately. 

6th.  Your  committee  recommends  that  a  collection  be  taken  today  in 
this  annual  conference  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  society  in  holding  the 
property. 

MEMOIRS. 


Rev.  B.  F.  Bowman. 

Benjamin  Franklin  Bowman  was  born  in  Rockingham  County,  Virginia, 
November  23,  1822,  and  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  E.  H.  Bowman,  in 
Topeka,  Kansas,  April  3,  1902,  aged  79  years,  4  months  and  11  days.  In 
August,  1844,  he  moved  to  Ohio  and  for  a  time  engaged  in  teaching  school. 
On  December  1,  1844,  he  united  Avith  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  a 
seeker.  In  the  spring  of  1846  he  was  given  an  exhorter's  license.  On 
December  1  of  the  same  year  he  was  employed  as  assistant  pastor  on 
Wabash  Circuit.  At  the  session  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference,  in  1850, 
he  was  received  on  trial  and  appointed  as  junior  preacher  of  Rossville  Cir- 
cuit. The  following  year  he  was  appointed  to  New  Corydon  Circuit.  In 
September,  1852,  at  Ft.  Wayne,  Indiana,  he  was  ordained  deacon  by 
Bishop  Baker  and  appointed  to  America.  He  was  ordained  elder  by  Bishop 
Simpson,  September,  1854.  In  1856  he  was  transferred  to  the  Kansas  and 
Nebraska  Conference.  In  all  the  divisions  that  have  since  taken  place  in 
what  then  constituted  this  Conference,  Brother  Bowman  always  remained 
in  the  Kansas  Conference,  he  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  last  sur- 
vivor of  the  charter  members  of  the  Kansas  Conference.  Brother  Bowman 
was  a  regular  attendant  at  his  Conference.  He  was  always  present  to 
answer  to  his  name  at  first  roll-call.  He  was  a  man  respected,  honored, 
and  loved  by  all  who  knew  him;  in  his  last  days  he  was  listened  to  with 
gladne^is  whenever  he  preached  to  the  people  among  whom  he  lived. 
Brother  Bowman  was  married  to  Sophronia  Louisa  Lewis,  September  29, 
1852,  and  a  little  less  than  a  year  before  the  time  of  his  death  he  laid  his 
companion  to  rest.  During  his  membership  in  the  Kansas  Conference  he 
served  pastorates  at  Ocema,  Columbus  City,  Lancaster,  Oskaloosa,  Colum- 
bus, Palerma,  Easton,  White  Cloud,  Doniphan  and  Severance,  Troy  Circuit, 
Doniphan,  Eilwood,  Robinson,  Wathena  and  Scranton.  He  had  for  some 
years  past  sustained  a  superannated  relation  to  his  Conference,  ha  ving 
served  it  long  and  well.  He  was  used  of  God  in  leading  many  souls  into 
the  Master's  kingdom.   He  was  an  inspiration   to  those  pastors  who 
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served  the  charge  where  he  lived.  When  the  pastor  so  desired  Brother 
Bowman  was  always  ready  to  preach;  it  was  his  delight  to  tell  the  Gospel 
storv.  He  was  always  heard  with  gladness  by  the  people  who  loved  and 
honored  him  for  hm  sweet,  consistent,  and  faithful  ('hristian  life. 


Mrs.  A.  L.  Day. 

Anna  Catherine  Newcomer  was  born  at  Shippensburgh,  Penn.,  Nov.  23, 
1873.  When  four  years  of  age  she  came  with  her  parents  to  Kansas.  She 
was  converted  at  the  age  of  16  years  and  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  lived  a  devoted  and  useful  life  in  that  communion  until  she 
joined  the  Church  triumphant,  which  is  without  fault  before  the  throne  of 
God.  In  Ma>,  1892,  she  graduated  from  the  Dickinson  County  High 
School,  and  for  six  years  taught  school  in  that  County.  Four  years  of 
that  time  she  was  primary  teacher  in  the  public  school  of  Hope,  Kansas. 
On  Jan.  1st,  1898,  she  was  united  in  marriage  with  Rev.  Albert  L.  Day, 
a  member  ol  the  Kansas  Confen^nce  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
As  a  iruit  of  this  union  two  children  have  been  born,  Willard  Leslie  and 
Joyce  Margaret.  Sister  Day  was  taken  sick  Sept.  20th,  1901,  and  after 
recovering  sufficiently  went  with  her  husband  to  New"  Mexico  in  search  of 
health  and  remained  ten  months;  the  first  few  months  this  change  seemed 
beneficial,  but  the  disease  so  increased  during  the  summer  months,  that  it 
was  deemed  advisable  to  bring  her  home.  At  the  first  thought  having  no 
fear  of  death,  she  seemed  to  think  that  the  last  struggle  with  death  would 
be  hard,  but  when  the  time  camt^  she  said,  "It  is  so  easy,  Jesus  is  right  here 
with  me."  No  wonder  the  inspired  writer  said,  "Let  me  die  the  death  of 
the  righteous,  and  let  my  last  end  be  like  his."  Tuesday  morning,  Sept. 
23rd,  1902,  Sister  Day  sweetly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus. 


Joseph  O.  Roberts. 

Joseph  0.  Roberts  was  born  in  Montgomery  county,  Ohio,  August  14, 
1822,  and  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  Charles  W.  Roberts,  at  Lawrence, 
Kansas,  August  3,  1902,  aged  80  years,  lacking  11  days.  Born  of  devout 
Methodist  parents  and  piously  trained,  he  was  converted  in  his  youth,  was 
a  class  leader  at  an  early  age  and  later  a  local  preacher  of  power  and  wide 
usefulness.  After  his  school  days  at  Troy  Academy  in  his  native  county  he 
engaged  in  farming  and  was  knowni  not  only  as  an  active  and  devoted 
servant  of  the  church  but  also  as  a  capable  and  trustworthy  business  man 
and  citizen,  receiving  many  marks  of  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  those 
who  knew  him  well.  He  was  especially  active  and  helpful  in  the  stress  of 
the  Civil  War,  freely  giving  time,  money  and  personal  infiueuce  to  the  cause 
of  Government  and  providing  for  the  families  of  those  who  had  gone  to 
serve  in  the  army. 
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In  1867  he  removed  to  Oskaloosa,  Kansas,  where  brothers  and  other 
kindred  were  settled.  Very  soon  he  was  pressed  into  the  itinerancy  and  in 
1871  was  admitted  on  trial  into  the  Kansas  conference.  His  charges  were 
Leavenworth  Circuit,  Baldwin,  Gardner,  Spring  Hill,  Easton,and  McLouth 
in  all  of  which  he  was  abundant  in  labors  and  success.  Failing  health  led 
to  his  retirement  from  active  service  in  1884.  He  settled  at  Lawrence 
where  he  was  eminently  devout  and  useful  all  his  remaining  days.  He  was 
always  at  church  when  health  permitted  and  his  presence,  prayers  and  tes- 
timonies were  an  inspiration  to  old  and  young. 

Brother  Roberts  was  a  man  of  energy  and  up  to  a  few  weeks  before  his 
death,  divided  his  time  between  his  personal  devotions,  useful  work  about 
the  home,  correspondence  with  friends  of  whom  he  had  many,  and  reading, 
writing  and  meditation. 

His  last  illness  was  prolonged  and  attended  with  great,  great  suffering, 
but  he  awaited  with  the  utmost  confidence  the  call  of  his  Master.  The  de- 
votion of  his  children  and  the  solicitude  of  his  friends  and  neighbors  pro- 
longed but  could  not  save  the  life  which  at  length  passed  so  gently  from  the 
torpor  of  pain  to  the  sleep  of  death  that  the  transition  was  scarcely  noted. 

Brother  Roberts  was  married  in  1844  to  Miss  Angeline  Jones,  who  proved 
an  ideal  wife,  mother,  and  christian  and  who  preceeded  her  husband  by 
more  than  two  years  to  the  better  land.  Of  their  children,  only  the  son, 
Charles  W.,  survives.  But  of  their  spiritual  children  a  multitude  remains 
and  will  rise  up  in  eternity  and  call  then  blessed. 


Rev.  Henry  Davenbaux  Rice. 

Rev.  Henry  Davenbaux  Rice  was  born  May  6,  1835,  at  Cumberland,  Md., 
graduated  from  Cumberland  College  when  seventeen  years  old,  then  went 
to  Dickinson  College,  which  he  left  in  his  senior  year.  On  April  4,  1866,  at 
Farmington,  Ohio,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Sarah  Trew,  who, 
with  two  daughters — Miss  Mary  and  Mrs.  Francis  Hogeboora,  survive  him. 
Three  older  children  preceded  him  to  the  better  land.  He  leaves  also  one 
brother,  John  Rice,  of  Bartlesville,  Ind.  Ter.  Brother  Rice  commenced 
preaching  in  1857,  was  ordained  a  deacon  in  1859,  and  an  elder  in  1861. 
He  was  president  of  Buchanan  College  in  1862-63.  He  was  presiding  elder 
of  Guyandotte  District,  West  Virginia  Conference,  in  1866-1869,  and  from 
1869-1873  on  the  Ashland  District,  Kentucky  Conference;  1873-1876  at 
Shinkle  Chapel,  Covington  ;  1876-1880  on  the  Covington  a.nd  Maysville  Dis- 
trict. In  1880  he  was  stationed  at  Ashland,  but  soon  after  was  transferred 
to  the  Cincinnati  Conference,  where  he  filled  the  following  charges:  Aber- 
deen, Georgetown,  and  Christie,  Cincinnati,  where  his  only  son  died.  He 
was  transferred  to  the  Kansas  Conference  in  1887,  where  he  filled  the  fol- 
lov/ing  stations :  Seneca,  Holton,  Horton,  Lowman  Chapel,  Topeka;  Clay 
Center  and  Eskridge,  where  his  earthly  toil  ended.  Brother  Rice  was  a  del- 
egate in  the  General  Conference  of  1872  from  the  Kentucky  Conference.  On 
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October  19th  he  preached  both  morning-  and  evening,  as  usual  ;  the  follow- 
ing Wednesday  he  spent  the  afternoon  calling  in  the  country,  and  near  mid- 
night passed  away,  without  the  privilege  of  saying  good-bye  to  the  loved 
ones.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  his  church  on  Friday  afternoon,  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  H.  T.  Davis,  assisted  by  a  number  of  neighboring  ministers. 
The  remains  were  taken  to  Topeka,  and,  after  services  in  Lowman  Chapel, 
were  laid  away  for  their  long  rest.  The  Fskridge  Star  says  of  him :  "While 
pastoi- of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  this  city  he  has  been  honored 
and  respected  bj  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  a  daily  example  of  Christian 
character.  The  bell  in  his  church  steeple  is  silent,  he  sleeps  in  the  city  of  the 
silent,  but  his  influence  is  here,  a  blessing  and  a  benediction  to  all.  We  com- 
mend his  example  to  young  and  old,  to  Christian  and  unbeliever.  To  him 
hail  and  farewell."  Brother  Rice  was  a  loyal  Methodist  preacher  and  a 
genuine  man,  self-sacrificing  during  his  entire  ministry.
